Missed flight charges 


If you miss an international flight, the ticket price will be credited to your account with 
the airline. Use this JetBlue missed flight credit to book your future travel. There may be 
additional charges depending on the travel class chosen. Premium and JetBlue 
members are exempt from fees. 


Rebook a new flight 


When you inform the airline that you have missed a flight, they rebook the next flight. 
However, the reason you missed the flight must be convincing enough. For example, if 
you are unable to take your flight due to any legality or medical condition, rebooking is 
very easy. However, be prepared to shell out an extra amount if the new plane ticket 
costs more than the previous one. If the airline cancels your flight due to weather 
issues, technical faults, etc., you will get the next flight on the same day. 


Refund money 


With JetBlue, you can rest assured that you will receive a refund for your missed flight 
as determined by your ticket type. Simply fill out an online application form, stating a 
valid reason. The airline will reimburse you according to its policy for missed flights. The 
refund period depends on the payment method chosen. Payment by debit/credit card is 
refunded within 7 to 8 business days. 


What is JetBlue Missed Flight Policy? 


To help you if you miss your flight, JetBlue has come up with a smart, customer-oriented 
missed flight policy. Below are the highlights of this policy: 


You will receive a travel voucher if you miss your flight due to serious illness. 
If a JetBlue flight causes you to miss another flight, the airline will refund the full 
price of the ticket for the new flight. 

e Missing a flight before obtaining a boarding pass gives you the opportunity to 
board the next flight and you will be charged missed flight fees. 

e If you missed your flight after security and after getting your boarding pass, 
JetBlue will not refund you.

How Can | Rebook a JetBlue Missed Flight? 


After you miss your flight on JetBlue, the airline allows you to rebook another one. That 
is how: 


Online Method 


Visit the official website of JetBlue. 
Go to the Book section. 
Select the option of Flights. 
Enter the details required like - 
e Travel dates and destinations 
e Number of passengers 
e Round Trip or One-Way Trip 
Click on the button of Search Flights. 
Select a suitable flight. 
If you have a missed connection on the airline, pick a new connecting flight. 
Pay the amount required. 


Once the airline confirms your reservation, print your boarding pass. 


Offline method 


If the online method could not help you rebook your missed JetBlue flight, please rely on 
the offline method as mentioned below: 


Dial 1-888-875-0388. 

Listen carefully and follow the IVR instructions. 

Once you're connected to a live representative, share the traveler's name and 
reservation ID. 

Request to change flight reservation. 

Pay the difference in ticket fare and the fee for your missed flight. 


Does JetBlue Charge a Missed Flight Fee? 


If you cannot take your flight, the airline will charge you some fees. However, there is no 
fixed amount you have to pay. It varies depending on your ticket and destination. 
JetBlue's missed flight fee typically ranges from $150 to $400. 


keep in mind 


If you are going to be late, please inform the airline in advance. This will help you as 
JetBlue organizes quick security checks, making it easier for you to board the flight.
